CRIME IN MISSOURI. 


A H a nd of M urderers P rob a b ly B rok en 
U p— N in eteen A rrested . 
Ozokk, Mo., March 18.—For somo months 
past a band of outlaws, numbering hundreds 
probably, and composed of residents of this 
v icinity, has 
been committing outrages 
upon those citizens who fell under their dis­ 
pleasure. They were organized ostensibly to 
punish crime, and some of their mov es hav e 
been made against illicit distillers. 
Last 
Friday night they paid a v isit to the home 
of William Eden, and in tho attempt to 
bmak into the house shot Eden and Charles 
t room One of the outlaws was also dan­ 
gerously shot This outrage woke up the 
authorities and now they hav e nineteen of 
the gang in Jail, and one of them has made 
a confession. His name is Inman, and he 
says he Joined the organization under pro­ 
test, being forced at the muzzlo of a shot gun 
with a roue around his neck to swear allegi­ 
ance to the deadly fraternity. 
He has had 
no sympathy wittf the band and has at 
tended their meetings because he was afraid 
to refuse to do so. 
It is believ ed by good 
citizens of the county that the arrest of these 
men and their trial will break up the organ­ 
ization, anti ev ery effort will be made to that 
end.

He had been in bu siness fo rty-o ne 
years with an ho no rable repu tatio n, and 
was regarded as a millio naire. 
Ho earu o to 
this co u ntry fro m England iu ’850, the bu si­ 
ness having been established in 1816. 
The 
style was Lawto n Bro s., the firm co ntinu ing 
u p to 186?, when W alter E. Law to n su c­ 
ceeded to the bu siness, and has since co n­ 
du cted it alo ne. 
He had a very large bu si­ 
ness, and was amo ng the leading men in the 
fertilizer trade in this city. 
Ho was inter­ 
ested in nu mero u s o ther co ncerns. 
He was a general pratner in tho firm o f 
Jam es S. 
Pierso n & Co ., bu ilders o f gas­ 
wo rk s, o f ¡VI Bro adway. 
It is stated tha t 
Mr. Lawto n to o k abo u t $650,000 in bo nds and 
sto ck o u t o f the firm’s safe, which he applied 
to bis cwn u se. 
He was the president and treasu rer o f the 
Navassa Pho sphate co mpany, a t ¡Vi Bro ad­ 
way and Baltimo re, and is repo rted to have 
u sed the co m pany’s endo rsement freely. Their 
capital sto ck is $2,110,000. 
Mr. Lawto n was 
said to have the co ntro lling interest in the 
co mpany, and the latter was interested in 
the Navassa Gu ano co mpany, the Chesa­ 
peak e Gu ano co mpany, the Geo rgia Chemical 
wo rk s, and tho Ro sin Fertilizar co mpany.

“Peo ple have an idea that the recru iting o f­ 
fice* o f the United States arm y tak e mo st 
anybo dy who co mes alo ng,” said a newly en­ 
listed man in the cavalry service to a repo rter. 
“Bu t that is a great mistak e. 
I to o k pains to 
find o u t so mething alm u t this when I entered 
my applicatio n and learned that o nly al» o u t 
o ne m an in thirty o f tho se who apply to en­ 
ter the cavalry service are able to su ccessfu lly 
pass examinatio n. 
Last m o nth o u t o f fo rty- 
fo u r who applied o nly eight were accepted. 
Instead o f ju m ping a t a man, as peo ple su p­ 
po se, they pu t him thro u gh the mo st rigid 
and tho ro u gh examinatio ns, and after it all 
they ask him o ver and o ver if he is su re he 
k no ws his o wn m ind and is fu lly satisfied to 
give bis services who lly to the arm y fo r fivo 
years. 
Yo u have go t to tie so u nd m entally 
and physically, and yo u r eyesight and hear­ 
ing are pu t to very severe tests. 
“They way they tried my eyesight was this: 
A man ho lding a pack o f cards sto o d at a dis­ 
tance o f twenty feet fro m me ami the do cto r 
pu t o ne hand o ver o ne o f m y eyes. 
Tho man 
with tho cards held u p o ne after ano ther in 
qu ick su ccessio n, and I had to call o ff the 
nu m ber o f spo ts o n each card. 
If yo u fail in 
telling o ne card co rrectly yo u are rejected. 
In testing my hearing they tu rned mo so that 
m y bo ck was to w ard the m an at the o ther 
end o f tho ro o m and the do cto r placed his 
hand o ver o ne o f m y ears. 
Then tho man 
called o ff, in lo w, mo no to no u s to nes an im 
pro vised and inco rrect m u ltiplicatio n table, 
su ch as 5 times 8 is 36, etc., and yo u m u st re 
peat w hat he says witho u t the slightest hesi­ 
tatio n. 
Men o ften get cau ght at this, hear 
ing o nly part and su pplying the rest as if it 
were co rrect mu ltiplicatio n. 
“I learned, to o , tha t so me men du ring the 
five years save as mu ch as $1,000, beco ming 
teachers and do ing extra du ty fo r which 
there is extra pay. 
Others lend mo ney o n in­ 
terest to their co mrades and mak e a go o d deal 
that way. 
Besides this, there is a so rt o f sav­ 
ings bank established by the go vernment 
which pays interest o n the savings o f the so l 
diers. 
One can also save o n the allo wance 
fo r clo thing and tho ho me fare allo wed after 
yo u r term o f enlistment is o ver. 
Three- 
qu arters o f the western ranchm en, I am to ld, 
are ex-so ldiers who have invested their sav 
Ings in land o u t there. 
A great m any who 
enlist in the cavalry are well edu cated co llege 
bred m en.”—New Y o rk Mail and Express.

and the collector was compelled to hand every 
thing over to the auctioneer it was then «lis- 
covered that the Rembrandt, that 
much 
treasured painting to which all Murray Hill 
had bowed in reverence, was nothing but a 
clever forgery. 
The gentleman who had owned it so many 
years, and who considered himself no mean 
judge of art, was dumbfounded and would 
not believe it. 
An investigation proved that 
the canvas on which the picture was painted 
bad the stamp of a New York firm on it, and 
that a drying varnish bad te*en mixed with 
the paint that was invented only t\v«*nty 
years ago. 
11.1«; fact that the picture was Ih>- 
gus was definitely settled by the arrival in 
town of a wealthy Brazilian who said ho ho«l 
purchased in Eurojie the original of the ¡faint­ 
ing, and that all the critics in Jy.*«»doii and 
Paris had combined in saying that he had a 
genuine Rembrandt.

It is ii* i« --' t*» say that pub­ 
lishers are r«*ady t*> *«•;/.*» ever} thing now and 
eager to giv«* the public the latest thou.Jit s. 
Tins may te* true <*f some publishers, but 
many are as eager to make a hit and roduc«* 
fancies or ideas to hard <*oin as any merchant 
in the lu:»*l 
money, and a st 
more than a g«»od pl*»t. The publishers thorn 
selves are human an*l often shortsighted. 
Every one knows that some of the te*st works 
ever given to the world were knocked about 
from publisher to publisher and finally sol«l 
for a song. 
W h y is this? Back of the publisher are 
“the readers of manuscript,” the man and one 
woman, sometimes the two men and one 
woman, who must sit in judgment on the au 
thor s work. 
W ith all clue respect for the ju 
dic lous men engaged iu publishing books, it is 
an undoubted fact that the se readers do not 
always po»«*«*ss especial fitness «>r knowledge 
of the works in question. 
It may sound like 
treason, but it is nudoubtedly true that many 
excellent volums of fh’tion are now hidden 
away, condemned by some “reader” far less 
exi»erien«*ed 
and gifted than 
the writer, 
which, if jmblishe«!, would rank high an«l 
benefit tho reading world. 
Any one who 
spemls much time in an editorial capacity 
knows that mistakes as to acceptance and re­ 
jection constantly occur. 
It is the merest 
folly to talk of the “individuality of the 
writer” ami “the reality of exi>erien»*o which 
is the ms-ret <*f suceres” when a l>ook of real 
exjierience, far more captivating and filled 
with moving, thrilling life, is sat down up«‘tb 
behind the scenes of some publisher's «Irek, 
by men and women who “think it will not 
pay.” 
W hy talk of the reality of « xp< ri« m-«*.’ The 
real enemies of good fi«*tion arc the unappre­ 
ciative, ¡nexi>eri<*nee<l “readers.” who « an no 
more understand th«» symj«itlR*tic life of t ho 
people than a mere medium nl painter < nil 
understand th«» g<xd points of th«* Rembrandt 
in vour library.
